Washington. March 2;>—(AP) — 


Rep. Rankin (D-Miss) today intro- 
duced a new veterans pension b:ll 
limited to ex-servicemen in World 
war I. He told the house he hopes 
to bring it to the floor "in a short 
time." 


The measure calls for $72 a 


month pensions to veterans of the 
1918 war when they reach age 65 
provided their income does not ex- 
ceed 52.000 a year if unmarried or 
J3.000 if married, or with depend- 
ents. 


Other Bill Killed 


Rankin offered this bil less than 


24 hours after the bouse knocked 
in the head his previous measure 
to pension veterans of both World 
wars I and U- 


That measure proposed $90 a 


month pensions. 
By a one-vote 


margin. 208 to 207, the house yes- 
terday shelved it by sending it 
back to committee.
